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Tracing the evolution of Jewish 
Numismaticas 


Many people regard numismatics simply as 
coin collecting, a pleasant hobby for young- 
sters or retirees; they are unaware that the 


study of coins is actually a broad field of 


historical investigation which studies cultu- 
ral evolution through one of the most basic 
aspects of human life: money. Abraham 


Bromberg did appreciate the significance of 


these tiny witnesses to the past. He was one 
of the great coin collectors of our time and a 
devoted supporter of the Israel Museum's 
Numismatic Department. He donated the 
major part of his collection, which is regar- 
ded as the most important private collection 
of ancient Jewish coins ever assembled, to 
the Israel Museum. We were honored to 
carry out his legacy and introduce the public 
to the fruits of his labors by mounting an 
exhibition in his memory. Almost all of the 
coins presented in the exhibition More Than 
Money were donated by Mr. Bromberg or 
acquired through the generous fund he left 
to our department. Together with related 
material — maps, manuscripts, artworks, and 
stamps — the coins are arranged in chronolo- 
gical sections that trace the interest in 
ancient Jewish coins from the eleventh cen- 
tury until the present day. It is this story that 
captivated Abraham Bromberg throughout 
his forty-eight years of coin collecting, and 
we believe that it can continue to fascinate 
museum visitors today. 

Coin collecting dates as far back as coins 
themselves. The classical authors Pliny and 
Plutarch, for example, make reference to 
famous art collections that probably included 
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special coins renowned for their artistic 
qualities and often created by well-known 
artists. Interestingly, Pliny even refers to 
the value of forged coins in his writings 
«Spurious methods are objects of study, 
and a sample of a forged denarius is care- 
fully examined and the adulterated coin 
bought for more than genuine ones». In this 
instance, the forged coin is regarded as 
more valuable than the original. Already in 
Antiquity, just like today, collectors were 
apparently motivated to seek out the exotic 
and bizarre. From the decline ofthe Roman 
Empire until the Middle Ages, however, 
ancient coins usually remained shrouded in 
darkness. It was not until the fourteenth 
century, when one aspect after another of 
Antiquity began to be explored, that 
ancient coins received serious attention 
from scholars and collectors alike. One of 
the most brilliant minds of the early 
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Renaissance, the great Francesco Petrarca 
(1304-1374) of Florence, is said to have tra- 
veled frequently to Rome to buy ancient 
coins depicting Roman emperors. He later 


presented some of these gold and silver 


coins to Emperor Charles IV, as a way of 


encouraging him to follow in the footsteps 
of the great Roman rulers. Between the 
fourteenth and sixteenth centuries, enthusia- 


sm for coin collecting increased, and it was 


during this period that the foundations of 


some of the most famous collections were 
laid. Collecting ancient coins became a pas- 
sion with princes and popes, noblemen and 
humanists. 

The story of the interest in ancient Jewish 


coins, which is the focus of More Than 
Money, took a different path. The earliest 
discussions appear in the Talmud, reflecting 





the attempts of the rabbis to explain con- 
temporary and ancient coins. In medieval 
times, Hai Gaon (939-1038), the outstan- 
ding authority in Jewish religious law, was 
one of the first scholars to discuss the 
shekels minted by the Jewish rebels against 
Rome (66-70 CE). Later Jewish scholars 
described such coins in increasing detail, 
and some even began to illustrate them in 
their books. The subject was mentioned by a 
number of the most distinguished figures in 
Jewish history. Although most of these 
scholars claim to have actually seen the 
ancient coins, it is evident from their 
descriptions that they did not always under- 
stand the significance of the designs. The 
transition from this sort of Jewish religious 
interest in coins from the people’s past to 
the formation of Jewish numismatics as a 
scientific discipline can be traced back to 
the first half of the seventeenth century. The 
humanism and Hebraism of the Renaissance 
had aroused Christian scholarly interest in 
ancient Jewish coins. Realizing that Europe 
owed its cultural development to, above all, 
the biblical and Greco-Roman traditions, 
scholars enthusiastically turned to the inve- 
stigation of both these spheres. The numi- 
smatic discipline was still in its infancy, and 
any and all information on coins was gathe- 








red in an attempt to understand this new, 
complicated field of research. During the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, when 
very few authentic ancient Jewish coins 
were available in Europe, the market was 
flooded with “fantasy” shekels and other 
imitations of Jewish coins that captured the 
imagination of contemporary Christians. 
From the seventeenth century onwards, 
ancient Jewish coins became popular deco- 
rative motifs, used to illustrate biblical dic- 
tionaries, maps of the Holy Land, plans of 
the Temple, and the like. The coins most 
frequently chosen for this purpose were the 
shekel and its fraudulent counterparts. The 
illustrations were copied from contempo- 
rary books, in which real coins were still 
grouped with forgeries, for the early numi- 
smatists had not yet developed the skills 
necessary to distinguish between the two. 
After nearly three centuries of Christian 
interest in the subject, Jewish numismatics 
finally became what we may call a modern 
discipline with comprehensive publications. 
The spread of education and the increased 
wealth generated by the Industrial 
Revolution had created a class equipped 
with the means, leisure, and knowledge to 
indulge in intellectual and cultural pursuits. 
During the late eighteenth and early nine- 
teenth centuries, therefore, scholars began 
to compile comprehensive scientific books 
about ancient Jewish coins. Their studies 
arranged the coins in chronological order 
and separated the authentic coins from the 
popular fantasy versions. Excellent exam- 
ples of such studies are the publications of 
Franciscus Perez Bayer and Iosepho Eckhel, 
produced during the later part of the eigh- 
teenth century, and the works of Félix de 
Saulcy, Celestino Cavedoni, and Frederic 
W. Madden, from the second half of the 
nineteenth century. 

The last chronological stage of the exhibi- 
tion More Than Money describes the special 
bond between the motifs depicted on 
ancient Jewish coins and their renewed 
appearance on the coins and stamps of the 
State of Israel. Ever since ancient times, the 
minting of coins has been regarded as an 
expression of political sovereignty. 
Nevertheless, the new state's declaration of 
independence on May 14, 1948, was not 
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immediately accompanied by a new cur- 
rency: the Palestine pound that had been 
used under the British Mandate continued to 
circulate as the legal tender of Israel until 
September 15, 1948. During this interim 
period, a committee composed of Leo 
Kadman (a numismatist), Hanan Pabel (an 
architect), and Otta Wallish (a graphic artist) 
came up with proposals for the first series 
of Israeli coins. In an attempt to express the 
historical continuity between the Jewish 
people’s past as a sovereign nation and the 
independence it had once again achieved, 
the committee decided to base the design of 
the new coins on motifs taken from ancient 
Jewish coins. This principle has influenced 
the design of Israeli coinage from 1948 until 
the present day, as is illustrated in the exhi- 
bition by a comparative display of ancient 
and modern coins. The link between the 
Jewish people’s past and present was further 
strengthened with the printing of the first 
stamps of the State of Israel, namely the 
Doar Ivri (Hebrew Post) series, which bore 
depictions of Jewish coins from the War 
against Rome. These stamps are displayed 
in the last showcase, together with the rele- 
vant Jewish coins, creating yet another bond 
between the collector, Abraham Bromberg, 
and our exhibition in his memory: although 
Mr. Bromberg is known as a great collector 
of coins, he actually began his collecting 
“career” with stamps of the State of Israel. 
Although very compact — thanks in part to 
the small size of the objects involved! — the 
exhibition thus spans more than two thou- 
sand years of coin making and coin collec- 
ting. Visitors can learn about such curious 
phenomena of the past as fantasy shekels, 
but they can also relate the subject to recent 
events and to the coins they themselves use 
every day. Young visitors of different ages 
enjoy a special corner featuring activities 
that range from putting together coin puzz- 
les to tracing coins and deciphering inscrip- 
tions in many languages. As the popularity 
of these activities and of the exhibition in 
general has shown, the Museum’s public 
clearly appreciates the many dimensions of 
the study of Jewish coins, which are indeed 
“more than money.”

AUSTRIA 
Der Fund von Kagran 1999 


Im Zuge von Arbeiten zur Revitalisierung 
eines Restaurants am Kagraner Platz, dem 
Hauptplatz eines Wiener Stadtteils nördlich 
der Donau, wurde ein bedeutsamer Fund 
gemacht. 
1,20 m unterhalb der Fußbodenoberkante 
im nicht unterkellerten Erdgeschoßbereich 
stießen Arbeiter auf einen 2 - 3 kg schweren 
Tonkrug voller Münzen, der allerdings 
durch die Aushubarbeiten zerstört wurde. 
Die Fundstelle wurde sofort gesichert, der 
Krug und die Münzen geborgen und dem 
Eigentümer, der Fa. Harmer-Holding, über- 
geben, der den Fund schließlich dem 
Münzkabinett des Kunsthistorischen 
Museums zur restauratorischen, konservato- 
rischen und numismatisch-wissenschaftli- 
chen Bearbeitung überließ. 
Der Schatzfund umfaßt 1208 Stück und 
stammt aus dem ersten Drittel des 16. 
Jahrhunderts. 
Vor der Reinigung war er zu einem Gutteil 
zusammengebacken. Unter der Korrosions- 
schicht befanden sich die Münzen aber in 
einem guten bis sehr guten Erhaltungszu- 
stand, das heißt, daß sie zu einem Gutteil 
nicht lange im Umlauf gewesen sein dürf- 
ten. Die gesamte Reinigung und 
Konservierung ist in allen Teilen dokumen- 
tiert, auch der Tonkrug wurde Unter- 
suchungen unterzogen. Diese und die numi- 
smatischen Ergebnisse werden nach ihrem 
Abschluß gesondert publiziert werden. 
Die Zusammensetzung des Fundes ist, was 
die Münzstände und Prägeherren betrifft, 
eine ähnliche wie in vergleichbaren Funden 
auf österreichischem Boden. Sie repräsen- 
tieren überwiegend den bayrischen, salzbur- 
gischen, schwäbischen, schweizerischen, 
österreichischen und böhmischen Raum. 
Auch einige norditalienische Exemplare 
sind vertreten. 
Bei den Nominalien handelt es sich 
überwiegend um die damals, nämlich am 
Vorabend der massenhaften Talerau- 
prägung in den 40er Jahren des 16. 
Jahrhunderts, größten zur Verfügung stehen- 


den Silbernominalien, also Pfundner 


(=12Kreuzer-Stücke), 10er (10Kreuzer- 
Stücke), Doppelbatzen, Batzen, Halbbatzen. 
6er (6Kreuzer-Stücke) und Kreuzer. 
Jedenfalls hatte es sich um einen größeren 
Geldbetrag gehandelt. Über die Kaufkraft 
kann man erst dann eine Aussage treffen, 
sobald die Münzen genau bestimmt sein 
werden. 

Derzeit befindet sich der gesamte Schatz bei 
einer Ausstellung über die Finanzen und 
Geldpolitik Kaiser Karls V., «Kaiser Karls 
V. Geldbörse» in Gent resp. in Brüssel, 
einer Ausstellung, die im Rahmen des 
großen europäischen Projekts «Carolus V. 
1500-2000» von der Belgischen National- 
bank organisiert wurde. 

Und mit Kaiser Karl V. und den politischen 
Verhältnissen zu jener Zeit könnte auch der 
Zusammenhang mit der Ursache herzustel- 
len sein, warum der verborgene Schatz vom 
damaligen Eigentümer nicht mehr gehoben 
wurde. 

Der heutige Wiener Ortsteil Kagran war 
damals ein selbständiger und kein unwichti- 
ger Ort, denn von ihm verzweigten sich 
Hauptverkehrswege nach Norden, Westen 
und Osten. Das Gebäude, in dem die 
Münzen gefunden wurden, stammt aus dem 
16. Jahrhundert und war immer, soweit bis 
jetzt seine Geschichte zurückverfolgt wer- 
den konnte, ein Gasthaus gewesen. Sogar 
Napoleon hat hier genächtigt. 

Ferdinand, der Bruder Karls V., war von 
ihm seit einigen Jahren mit der Verwaltung 
der Österreichischen Lande betraut worden 
und seit kurzer Zeit König von Böhmen und 
Ungarn, als die Osmanen 1529 bis vor die 
Tore Wiens vorstießen und die Stadt fast 
drei Wochen lang belagerten. Sie mußten 
sich zwar unverrichteter Dinge wieder 
zurückziehen. Ihre Pläne, weiter in den 
Westen, in das Herz Europas vorzustoßen, 
hatten sie aber für lange Zeit noch nicht auf- 
gegeben. Immer wieder gab es osmanische 
Züge gegen Westen, so auch in den 30er 
Jahren des 16. Jahrthunderts. Da war 
Ferdinand allerdings nicht wie wie ehedem 
1529 auf sich alleine gestellt, sondern Karl 
V.. sein Bruder und Kaiser des Hl. 
Römischen Reiches, hatte sich selbst an die 
Spitze eines Heeres gestellt, um die 
Türkengefahr abzuwehren. 

Einem dieser türkischen Vorstöße könnte es 


wohl zuzuschreiben sein, daß der Schatz 
nicht mehr von seinem damaligen 
Eigentümer aus seinem Versteck geholt 
werden konnte.

Raoul CURIEL (1913-2000) 

Né au Caire en 1913, Raoul Curiel fit ses études 
de droit en France, mais se tourna vers la philo- 
logie et l'orientalisme.
